'THE ELEV EN T H H O U R ' 
New Fall TV Show Will 
Deal With Psychiatry

HOLLYWOOD (UP!)— Psychot- 
ics of the world unite! 
We now have our own television 
series. 
Beginnim; this fall our neuroses 
and tendencies to paranoia and 
schizophrenia will be laid bare by 
actor Wendell Corey playing a 
head-shrinking version of "Dr. 
Kildare." 
“The Eleventh Hour,” already 
shooting at MOM studios, original­ 
ly was filmed as a segment of 
the Kildare series but proved so 
potent producer Norman Felton 
decided it could stand on its own 
merits. 
"We reshot the scenes that in­ 
cluded Dick Chamberlain and Ray 
Massey (the Kildare stars) and 
converted the show into a pilot for 
‘The Eleventh Hour,’ ” Felton said 
in the studio commissary. 
Producer Felton, vowing he's 
never been on a psychiatrist's 
couch, believes a doctor with pen­ 
cil and notebook is as formidable 
a television hero as the M.D. with 
a scalpel in one hand and a fa 
vorite nurse in the other. 
He could be right. A new movie 
starring Montgomery Clift is titled 
"Freud.” 
"Psychiatry is opening up now 
and people are beginning to ac­ 
cept it as a normal means of 
healing people." he said. 
'Perhaps our show can help 
move the curtain of doubt a little 
further aside. Medical and psychi­ 
atric treatment are inseparable. 
Kildare combines the two just as 
most doctors do.” 
Felton, a mild mannered man 
with bland features and a smooth

voice, apparently is free of sus­ 
picious behavior patterns. 
At least he was rational enough 
to convince a group of couch pi­ 
lots to act as advisors for the 
NBC show. This panel of psychia­ 
trists passes on scripts and au­ 
thenticates technical jargon a n d 
treatment. 
“They assign one psychiatrist to 
okay the script. It is then given 
to a regular medical doctor for 
a second check and finally to an­ 
other psychiatrist for good meas- 
sure," Felton said. 
"Our subject matter will be tel­ 
evised in terms of mental health, 
but it won’t be semi-documentary 
or preachy. We want to find a 
broad audience which would en­ 
able us to reach millions of 
viewers who could profit by the 
show." 
From Felton's clinical tone of 
voice it sounded as if viewers 
would be less than grateful if 
they did not watch the show from 
a supine position on a contour 
couch. 
It should prove a source of en­ 
couragement for do-it-yourself an­ 
alysts. 
“Some of our shows will be 
purely engrossing entertainment," 
Felton went on. "We may have two 
episodes which will not help trou­ 
bled people at all, but the third 
might deal with emotional prob­ 
lems of a teen-age marriage, or 
middle-age blues.

One of the objections of those who fear 
the results of change, such as high-rise struc­ 
tures, was that it could lie an intrusion on the 
privacy of sun-bathers, a species numerous in 
the Desert Empire. 
They were afraid that people on the 
higher floors of these proposed new tall build­ 
ings, once bearing the undignified name of 
sky-scrapers, could peer down at the ground- 
level swimming pools and spy on those seel­ 
ing a golden-brown tan under our vear-around 
sun. The snoopers might even employ binocu­ 
lars. 
But now the men of NASA are planning 
a little peeking of their own. They hasp de­ 
liberately made M ariner a prying, inquisitive 


robot, designed to penetrate the cloud bank 
which constantly shields Venus from curious 
eyes. In about 100 days, so the scientists say, 
Mariner is going to sneak through those 
clouds and fasten his electronic eye on w hat 
goes on behind them. Talk about snooping! 
And tliev chose Venus. Venus was named 
after the Goddess of Love by the ancients 
probably because of that shielding cloud cov­ 
er. Women wore more in those days than they 
do now. 
So if NASA, through their prime spy. 
Mariner, can do it, w hat’s wrong with a Peep­ 
ing Thomas, equipped with high-povver hird- 
watching glasses sitting on the tenth floor of 
a high-rise building? A better show than on 
the average TV menu. 
Perhaps swimming pools will come equip­ 
ped with fog-machines. Some people claim 
you get a better tan on a liazy day, anyway. 
Opponents of change who base their ob­ 
jections on the law against the invasion of 
privacy have lost a point. Uncle Sam is set­ 
ting a precedent. 
Another proof of the price of progress. 
These are changing times. 


Other Editors 


W e believe that the medical care for the 
aged proposal, known as 1IR-4222 or the King- 
Anderson bill, is a bad deal for farm people, 
old or young. Let’s forget for a moment whe­ 
ther we are Democrats or Republicans, whe­ 
ther we are for or against the American Me­ 
dical Association, and consider what this pro­ 
posed legislation will do for us and how much 
it will cost. 


The proposed law would make medical 
care for persons over 65 an integral part of 
social security tax. However, there are defi­ 
nite limitations on w hat it promises to do and 
no limitations on how much it may add to so­ 
cial security taxes in years to come. . . . 


The benefits . . . are a long way from 
taking care of the total medical needs of the 
older person. U nder the provisions you have a 
''deductible” of S10 a day for the first nine 
days of hospitalization. Since the average hos­ 
pital stay for an older person runs around 
seven days, it is clear that you will still be 
paying a good share of your hospital bill. 
The proposed bill makes no distinction 
between those who need help with their m edi­ 
cal expenses and those who do not. The weal­ 
thy get the-same benefits as the poor. Some 
older people are truly in need, but it is also 
true that a large proportion of older people 
are quite well off. In fact, they are better off 
than young folks who are struggling to get 
started in their life's work and wrestling with 
the peak expenses of a growing family. We 
have no right to assume that all people over 
65 are in need. 
W e should also remember that this is a 
compulsory tax which rests most heavily on 
the young. Those who work for a commercial 
firm are lucky in that the company picks up 
half the cost of social security, farm ers aren't 


that lucky. Because they are self-employed 
they have to pay the entire cost. Many already 
approach the time for the social security p a y ­ 
ment with a good deal of worry and dread. 
This tax has a present ceiling of about nine 
percent, but the rate, as well as the amount 
of income it is figured on, can be moved u p ­ 
ward at the whim of Congress. . . . 
The argum ent that the old-age medical 
care feature will cost only one-half of one 
percent is scant comfort when we consider the 
present burden of social security taxes and 
the fact they can and will be raised to meet 
the costs of the future. 


Medical care for the aged through social 
security picks up only a small part of the idea 
that everything is being taken care of. It will 
undoubtedly have a bad effect on Blue Cross 
and other voluntary insurance we have worked 
so hard to establish. These voluntary programs 
have gone out of their way to establish special 
coverages for the aged and disaster clauses 
that protect the insured in the event of long 
and costly illness. 


Nor do we believe the government has 
the moral right to increase taxes now to take 
care of people who can take care of them 
selves. 
Yes, we do need to improve our programs 
for helping older people who are in need. W e 
have a good beginning in state and local 
assistance programs, in the recently enacted 
Kerr-Mills law for matching state and federal 
funds for this purpose, and in practices already 
well-established in the medical profession. 
Perhaps these can he improved. They are not 
likely to be improved if we blanket everybody 
under social security and let ourselves think 
that the job has been done 
—Prairie Farmer (Chicago)
